Why School Children Must

In substance the truant law in force 


in Ohio is as follows: - 


"All children between the ages of ( 


and 14, and between 14 and 10 who 
are not regularlj employed, must at- 
tend school 
during the full time 


school is in session. Parents are re 
quested to have children of lawfu 
age enter school at once and avoid 
trouble. Citizens should report any 
children known to be out of school to 
the superintendent- or truant officer 
The law further states tbat parent* 
who refuse to send children to schoo 
after due notice shall be fined not less, 
than so nor moreuban 820. Any person, 
company or corporation 
employing 


girls or boys under 14 years of age dur- 
ing the time schools are in session 
shall be fined not less than 825 or 
more than S50."

cabinet meeting President RoosevPlt 
asked the members of Mr. McKinley's 
cabinet to retain their respective port- 
folios throughout his term, aad an- 
nonnced that his administration would 
follow the policy outlined by President 


--McKinley in his BuSaJo speech. After 


tbe obsequies over tbe late president 
the cabinet, at President Roosevelt's 
request, assrabled at the residence of 
Commander Copies, principally for 
the purpose of informing their new 
chief of the state of affairs in their 
respective departments. The presi- 
dent addressed his advisers collective- 
ly, as he had previously done individ- 
ually., requesting them all to retain I 
their respective positions. 
I 


Upon being asked by a. member if 


resignations should be formally pre- 
sented in the nsnal manner, the presi- 
dent answered that his action at this 
meeting had precluded the necessity 
of presenting resignations. 
The dis- 


cussion turned upon the policy of the 
administration, and Mr. Roosevelt an- 
nounced that he regarded the speech 
of the late president at the Buffalo ex- 
position the day before he was shot 
as outlining-the policies of his own 
administration. It can not be learned 
at this time whether or not all the 
members will be willing to serve the 
full term-

Losses Heavy. 


Coion, Colombia, Sept. IS.—The Co- 


laxnbian cruiser General Pinzon ifor- 
jnerly the Xamouna) returned, bring- 
Ing news of an easy victory for the 
joverniaent troops at Bocas Del Toro 
last Saturday, the liberals or ia^ 
gents being utterly routed and tuc-ir 
guns and ammunition captured. Col- 
onel Gruzo. commanding the Colom- 
bian troops at Bocas Del Toro. a force 
of about 300 men. approached Provis- 
ion island, the insurgent position op- 
posite the town, from different points, 
by means of boats and launches. He 
effected a landing uaseea and at- 
tacked the liberals in the front ar:a 
rear. A sharp and decisive skiraish 
ensued In which the rebels lost 30 
tailed and wounded ar:d 40 who were 
taken prisoners. The others made 
their escape. The government forces 
lost five ksiied and four wcuaaed. 


Genera! Funston 111. 


Manilla. Sept. 18.—General Haghos 


has expelled the agents of Smith & 
Bell and Warcer & Barnes from the 
island of Samara for rendering aid to 
the insurgents in Manilla by buying 
hemp and other produce, knowing that 
the money was going to the insur- 
gents. The British consul requested 
General Chaffee to suspend the order, 
bat the general refused to do so. and 
the consul has gone to Samar for the 
purpose of personally investigating 
the matter. General Funston is In the 
kospital suffering from appendicitis.

Knights of Zion Is the sobriquet of 


the society which is represented in the 
middle western states. Headquarters 
are in Chicago, and Leon Zolotkoff, ed- 
itor of The Jewish Call, is grand mas- 
ter.

Many more have been purchased in

-. Zolotkoff. Two years ago the Co- 


lonial Trust bank was incorporated in 
London, witli a capital stock of S10.- 
00».'jW. The bank will not be operated 
until the entire sum is raised- Then it 
is the plan of the leaders to purchase 
from the sultan of Turkey the rights 
to renationalize the Jews in Palestine. 
The total cost of the venture is esti- 
nistcd as high as 820,000,000, but the 
work is so huge that nothing nearer 
tUan approximate figures can be made. 


With the rapid growth of the Zion- 


istic movement in tbe last year it is be- 
lieved by many of the Jews that the 
fulfilment of the prophecy that they 
will again occupy Palestine, the borne 
of their forefathers, will be brought 
about in another five years. 


For twenty years colonies of Israel- 


ites have b^en settling In Palestine un- 
til today there are about thirty such 
sonic-meats. The children are taught 
Hcbrctr and converse in this tongue. 
Tiio Mosaic laws have been changed 
to uevt present conditions, and these 
Ixjfi'.es of Jt-ws are looked upon by the 
Z:oi::sis as the nucleus of the new Pal- 
estine. 
They engage in agriculture 


and manufacturing, and already their 
wares are beginning to have a reputa- 
tion in the commercial world. 


In siieakinsr of the movement Mr. 


Znlntkoff said: "When first started, 
many people looked upon the whole 
id-a as visionary and an attempt to es- 
tai=l sh a tribal donnishness. Those 
who ibongiit of tbe scheme in all its 
limits pronounced it the only rational 
so'.r.iion for the preservation of" the 
Jt-w>.

It would be im- 
possible to keep tbe identity of the 
Jews as a race much longer under 
I>re*«.-nt conditions unless some such 
scheme were worked out. 


"It is not the idea to transport all 


Jews to Palestine. There would not 
be room enough for them. Only those 
who d---9're to go will be asked, and 
even theje will be given a strict exam- 
ination to see that they are desirable. 
By uniting modern ideas and Improve- 
ments \> itb the stable laws of the 
Jews, wuich arc even recognized by 
tlie gentiles, it is the hope of every 
one inteiesred in the movement to re- 
nationalite tbe race, making it a power 
for good in commercial and religious 
circles of the world."

NEWCOMB ON AIRSHIPS. 


He SATS There !• Xo Denuuad. or 


»<•<! For Them. 


The recently expressed theory that 


has been advanced that the coining 
month wUl see Paris darkened by 
flights of airships over the city re- 
ceives something of a damper from an 
article on aerial navigation -which ap- 
pears in the September McClure's. In 
fact Professor Simon Newcoinb's con- 
servative paper, which appears with 
the title "'Is the Airship Coming?" may 
be considered incontrovertible testi- 
mony in rebuttaL Looking at the ques- 
tion of aerial navigation both from the 
scientific standpoint anff from the prac- 
tical standpoint. Professor Newcomb 
points out the very serious difficulties 
which must be overcome. He also 
shows that from, a commercial stand- 
point there is no demand for or need of 
transportation by airship. This he con- 
siders a very serious obstacle in the 
solution of the problem. There is, he 
believes, nothing1 in the realization of 
aerial navigation to warrant an in- 
ventor giving time and thought to the 
subject.
